Pius G. Breifchner, for nearly thirty

Weaver & Son, died at his home 
in Gettysburg on Tuesday aged 61 
years, / months and 19 days. He was 
very ill for severa! months and dur- 
ing the time was not able to be at 
the store. He was born in New Ox- 
ford in 1858 and in 1886 married Miss 
Amanda Topper, oi Emmitsburg. He 
was a clerk in Schwartz's Store at 
New Oxford for fifteen 'years and 
from there came to the Weaver store 
in this place. He was an exceptional 
salesman, and many of our people 
sought him in the store to be waited 
upon.
